No to rio usly , p< <>- 
ple were li\!ng bey o nd their means, fo r 
the Inco me fro m the landed estates o f 
Ireland had taken a big tumble. 
Hut 
th a t made no difference, 
and 
go o d 
dressing went its a m a tte r o f eo urs< 
an d w a s o ne o f the smallest o f the ex 
tra\aganees. 
The bisho p preached o n 
the subject o f e xtra v a g a n c e and spo lu 
particu larly o f o v erdressing. 
His Her 
rno n was a hitler arraignm ent o t tin 
sin o f debt and the wickedness o f set 
ting the heart o n fashio n and dress 
He attacked the o v erdressed wo man 
and wo u nd up this particu lar ro ferene« 
this w a y : 
“ ‘No w, su ppo sing ev ery o ne o f y e 
ev ery o ne, man and 
wo man sho u ld 
stand up iti this chu rch, t a ke o ff tin 
clo thes y e hav e no t paid fo r, just walk 
in o ut with the thing- o n y o u r bnek y< 
hav e paid fo r a pretty lo o kin 1«>t o f 
scarecro ws y e’d he.’

Ev er.v o ne was pictu ring to himself am 
h e r s e l f th e real seem* that w o ld o ccu r 
sho u ld tin* bisho p’s idea lie carried Into 
effect, while wifi* lo o ked at hu sband 
and members o f each family nu dged 
o ne ano ther. 
T he lu dicro u s side w a s 
Irresistible and the lau gh was general. 
“ I o nce attended chu rch at W’balley , 
a little v illage o n the bo rders o f Fan 
eashire and Yo rkshire, in England.
